The author of "Seasons with the Sea-horses" de- 
scrit>ea the famous Racier of Spitrbernen with a 
felicity of illustration which enables us fully to 
realize its suMimitr an<l rnafrnitud*: 

The largr?.: (fUrier of Spitiberjren has a sea- 
ward f..ce of thirty or thirty-two English miles, 
and protrude*, in i ! .-■ ■•.'•• :• sweeping arcs, for 
at least five mile. Iseyond the coast line. It has 
a precipitous and inaccessible cliff of ice all slonfr 
its face, varving from twenty to one hundred feet 
iu height; pieces from the riz ' of a church down- 
wards are constantly liecomiu^ detached from 
this icy precipice, and tumble into the sea with a 
terrific roar and splash, and of course render it 
highly dangerous .to go near the base in a lioat. 
The surroundi'iic fiea ii always filled with the 
fragments of all sizes and shapes, and many of 
them I have observed carrying large quantities 
of clay arid stones imbedded in them. This great 
glacier is in three divl-ions; the northern and 
southern divisions are cpite tmootb and glassy, 
but the piece in the centre is broken up, and 
rough, and jagged to a degree that is perfectly 
.inde-cribable. At a di6 r ance it resembles a great 
forest of pine trees thickly covered with snow. 
This part of the glacier must have undergone 
suidc g;eV. U:?' iirbai.ee, arising either from its 
slidi'-g over a rocky bed, or from its being forced 
through a narrow ravine in the underlying hills.

Stockton, played tbe most important part. \\ I h- 
out Ihe least fault on bis part that gentleman 
cam. into collision with tbe Papal dragoons, who 
got by no means the best of is. Mr. Stockton, it 
appeirs, drove down tbe Con*o, from his residence 
In that street, to the i'lazza del Popolo, where a 
stand had been erected for the accommodation of 
the Neapolitan royal family, the diplomatic corps, 
and other persons of distinction. Un reaching 
ihe entrance to the Piazza he was informed ho 
could not pass that way. lie presented the 
ticket with wi.ich forti^n ministers are furnished 
to secure them free passage on all occasions, but 
it did not produce the desired effect, and he was 
requested lo go round by the tiabuino street. 

This he did, but with no better result; again his 
coachman was checked and told he could not pass 
that way. I am not sure whether he did not try 
the only remaining avenue to the Puzzi, tbe Via 
Kiputta; but at last his patience was not unnatu- 
rally exhausted, and he inais'.td on his right to 
pass, and ordered his servants to drive on. there- 
upon there was much excitament among the Pa- 
pal gendarmes and troops on duty, and three pon- 
titicil dragoons pranced about his carriage, or — as 
it has l>een described — charged down upon it. 
brandishing naked swords, and displaying, as the 
Portugue.se sav, "ferocious faces to the enemy." 

Tbe mi-gunded cavalry* of the Tiara and Revs 
w ere unprepared for the extent of Yankee re- 
sources. The undaunted representative of tbe 
model republic drew from his pocket a repeater, 
(a pistol, not a watch,) and, levelling it at tbe 
d-*agO'<n*, pledged himself to give them its con- 
tents if they farther opposed him. The sight of 
the six shooter was too much for the nerves of 
the Pop. 'a cavalry, who rods rapidly from the 
spot, leaving the Stars and Stripes triump'iant 
along the whole line. 1 am happy to say that the 
victorious force did not abuse its success or even 
pursue trie routed foe, tut contented itself with 
repairing to its allotted plr.ee and tranquilly con- 
templating the blazing sanctuary on t: e Pincio. 

Hut upon the following day Mr. Stockton called 
upon Consignor Merode and insisted on his at 
once issuing an order to prevent the possibility 
of the recurrence of snch misbehavior on the part 
of Papal s-'ldiers lo a foreign minister. The Min- 
ister of Arms, who loves not concession, was dis- 
posed to demur, but he was tcld m st positively 
that either he should give the order, or the Amer- 
ican Minister would apply for his passport. Thus 
urged and threatened. De Merode ato the leek — 
the order was drawn up, a copy of it was sup- 
plied to Mr. Stockton, and so the matter ended. 
Owing to the change in the United S'atee Presi- 
dent.

This 
ot.ii! i "n is not likelv [unlikely?) lo he shared on 
t n* ot her side of tbe Atlantic, and it would not 
lie sufprising if the United States establishment 
here were to dwindle down to a Consul.

LlNllKRINCB OK THK I'AST. — Old 8tyle8 ard 

cuatoma linger, particularlv in thoeo distric'i 
where knowledge bas. not bad much secern. Ou 
the duwoa of Suffolk, while a livine line of "n«v- 
i)r:.to.s" were burying that wonder of modern 
times — the electric telenroph — in this wild aud 
picturesque laud, the ghepherd mi^ht be seen 
playing on the same simple pipe that had been 
cirritd in those parts for many centuries. 

The use of oxen in the VC4C. may still be seen, 
even witbin six miles of the metropolis, in the 
direction of Epping Forest. In the southern dis- 
trict, tbe men are sowing and plowing tbe fields 
at this day dressed in the wtroe costumes as the 
figures engaged In the same pursuits are vhown in 
Anglo Six.in illuminations; and in Soul hi rn 
Italy, in tbo mral districts, ihere does not Beam 
to bave been Ihe slightest change in the fashion 
of the materials of dress since the days of the 
('gears. Tho coats of ihe men are of undressed 
sheep-kin* with tbe fl. ec« on, and the rest of their 
attire is made of flax cultivated in Iheir own 
fields, spun with the distaff", and woven wilha 
loom quite as simple as those in use in I be days of 
Homer. A recent writer on South Italy remarks 
that in several parts of tbo Cammgua of Kome 
tho dresses of both sexes are MenDcll^ the same 
as we see represented in basso-relicvi and other 
sculptures in 'h 1 Vatican, in the great gallery in 
Florence, or in the splendid museum at Naples. 
This identity of cos'umeis found in numerous dis- 
Irictsof the Neapoli un Kingdom. At 1'rc nun, 
lag up under ihe e\ e of the author, tbe workmen 
discovertda treat many female figures beautiful 
ly executed in tine clay or terra cotta; and the 
costume of these figure*, which mast have been 
buried In that spit for some 2,000 vears, was the 
same, without the slightest variation us the 
present dress of lb. female peasantry of the dis 
Diet. 

In the Northern parts of Kngland a sword-dance 
is performed by the coal- miners at Christmas 
time, dressed in picturesque costume and ga v will: 
ribbons, each armed wiin small swords. Hinds 
of tbe miners thus urrayed wander throughout 
the neighborhood and visit the houses of the gen 
try and villager*. This dance is as old as the 
time of the K msns, if not of greater antiquity. 
In tbe "harvest h 'lues" and o'hrr ceremonies, ihe 
antiquary can readily trace tbe lingering of cos 
tumes of a classic origin, and In the bonfire light- 
ing on tbe hills and oiher practices at New Year'i 
time, customs connected with more barbarous 
ide s. 

The stnne hand-mill for corn-grinding If st ill In 
use in manv purls of tbe world; and in the Holy 
Land anl many < t'ier parts of the East, both 
young and eld may be seen working with the 
dis . if, weaving at looms, carrying leather water 
bottles formed of the sti'ebed skins of animals, 
drawing water from wells, or thr.shing com with 
tl.iils in barns of the same form as prevailed when 
oar Saviour wandered in that interesting land. 

Kailw.ys are now branching over Kg\ pi; they 
have taken root in the ancient land of India. How 
far Is tbe day off when lha whistle of ibe loci 'mo- 
tive and the progress which accompanies it will 
be tbe means of multiplying tbe resources of those 
prolific lands, and rendering their products avail- 
able in a tenfold extent for tbe uses i f mankind 
throughout tbe world? 

In art and literature there are conventional 
ideas which have been retain' d and banded down 
from one generation of worker* to another. In 
Gloucestershire, not long ago. we Baw Ihe com- 
mon stone cutter of a rural district fashioning 
pig-troughs of a purelv (iothic form, and orna- 
menting ihem with with so much skill that those 
who had not witnessed the operation might mis- 
take them for remnants of old churches. 

In the county of Northumberland, where Ihe 
blood of Ihe inhabitants is a gncd deal mixed with 
that of tbe old Danish naval warriors, we have 
often noticd in carvings a singular correspond- 
ence wiib tbe ornamentation of a Scandinavian 
origin; this is to be noted in the little lingering* 
of carvings in ships and boats We have seen 
the helms of some of the small steam vessels on 
the Tyne fashioned w tb tbe beads of beasts and 
birds, and covered with interlaced and zigzag 
ornament. Tbe carvers who executtd these 
works were neither antiquarians nor educate d 
artists, and yet, if one of these helms could be 
so exposed to tbo weather as to give It the ap- 
pearance of age, many of th* learned would be 
Inclined lo compare it with tbe details of an an- 
cient style of art. 

The art of wood cutting, as it was practiced 
in England before He wick o day*. 1* still carried 
forward with wonderful integrity. Bv cb.rce 
we met w it b an artist who executed thC descrip- 
tion of engraving, and eo skillful was he In hie 
atyle, tkat tba most canning collector of old 
bi'oadsides and ballads could not well distinguish 
between his worka of yeeterdav and thca i of a 
hundred year* ago. It la remaraable in this me- 
tropolis, notwithstanding tb* changes and im- 
provements of the public taste, and the entire 
revolution which has taken place In wood engrav- 
ing, to find persons who can design, draw, and 
cut figures on the old Tyburn gallows type, the 
milk maid wi'h her pails, the cottages and mead- 
owe, the Balms in the Wood, and other decora- 
tion* of children's books, with all tho Imperfec- 
tions and absurdities of a kind .fat which in 
these da\s would be disgraceful to a schoolboy. 
There is, however, a market for such productions, 
in the same way as there was for the parrots and 
cat. of the Italian image man's board about thir- 
ty year* or so ago, to which we have before re- 
ferred. 

Il should lie remarked that the artist iust men- 
tioned bad as pmd an opinion of his artistic abil- 
ity as might lie expected in Michel Angelo or 
Allien Durer, and ibat he had a supreme cou- 
j tempt for t lie modern style of wood eni-raving, 
which be denominated "mar* clap-trap, sir; mere 
clap-trap. "—London yaptr.

a doubt of your honor, courage, patriotism, and 
sense of i istico to friends and foes. Having 
reason to believe my friendly regard and at- 
tachment foryou have always been reciprocated, 
and that you would calmly and deliberately 
consider the suggestions of n friend who would 
render von any service you would demand, I 
feel constrained from a sense of duty to you, to 
myself, to our families, to our neighbors and 
friends, to our country, to beg you to consid r 
the statements and suggestions contained in this 
letter. 

I know, my dear sir, that you arc impulsive, 
si ni' timcs hasty, firm, decided; but I know, 
too.that you are generous, kind, magnanimous, 
and desirous of doing that which is right and 
wis '. The generous and brave people of your 
State have conferred upon you the highest and 
most responsible effice under our Constitution, 
and confided to you a controlling influence in 
the affairs which most nearly concern their 
highest temporal interest. In these troublous 
tiio s they look to you to show in your official 
public action the highc.-t and liest powers and 
qualities of your head and heart. 1 know that 
men in official position, as you are, are per- 
plexed by multiplicity of counsel, and are too 
apt to be influenced by those with wheni they 
have held party affiliation. We are too apt to 
be influenced by tho suggestions and advice ol 
political associates, and to disregard the wiser 
counsels of those who have been politically op- 
posed to us. But in times like these in which 
we live and in which you arc a prominent actor, 
the people hope and expect you to take counsel 
of all, and at last, on your responsibility to 
G id and your country, to act according to the 
dictates of your own judgment and conscience. 
Knowing you, as I do, I have the fullest con- 
fidence in your doing w hat you deem wisest 
and liest, and I feel sure you will do what is 
wisest and best for the country by taking conn 
sel at last of your own head and heart. I 
know how hard and difficult this is to do, when 
|>olitical associates and friends are urging the 
» . il.'in of their counsel and opinions. It has 
so happened that we have always acted with 
opposing parties, and while I do not expect 
from our relations of personal friendship to in 
II nonce your action, I trust that the opposition 
of our political relations will not diminish 
the force and power of such suggestions as I 
make. 

The final destiny of Kentucky and of the 
people of the State arc uiore to be influenced 
by yon in your official position than by any 
other citizen in it. Y'ou can and must do more 
than any other person in the State can do to give 
peace to the Stato or bring war into our bor 
dcrs. No man, my friend, ever was blessed of 
tiod to do greater good for his country and to 
render immortal his own name than the Gov- 
ernor of Kentucky in the great drama of which 
our unhappy country is the scene. Kentucky 
may, through your instrumentality, become 
iho mediator between the contending sec 
tions of our country, if she retains her 
present position. You may achieve for your- 
self and for our great State immortal honor, 
and while you emblazon her glorious escutch- 
eon with the exalted and God-like title of 
Peace-maker, inscribe your own name in the 
highest and proudest niche of fame, with the 
greatest of your countrymen. 

But if the great influence of your high posi- 
tion is giveu to force Kentucky from her pres 
ent position, to take sides with the Southern 
States now in rebellion against the Govern 
ment, you place her with the other States in 
hostility to the Federal Government, and in- 
augurate war ujion our border. Arc you 
willing before God and the country to take tho 
responsibility of such action? Can you achieve 
any glory for yourself or your State by such 
policy? I put it to your judgment and your 
conscience, is there any good reason why our 
State should be placed insuch position, is there 
any reason why war should be transferred to 
our jieaccful State? 

We arc now at peace with all people — our 
citizens are pursuing the ]>cacefiil avocations of 
life, cujoyiug the best government that over ex- 
ited. They are in danger from no quarter, and 
if tho State stands firm for the Union and gov- 
ernment of our country all will continue peace- 
ful, and our Stato enjoy comparative prosperi- 
ty. If the State sides with the rebellious States, 
6hc makes their quarrel her quarrel — she br- 
comos at once a party to the war. The scene 
of conflict and war will be transferred from 
South Carolina to Kentucky. This is inevi- 
table. We have three large States on our 
Northern border, Illinois, Indiana and Ohio, 
' either ono or Winch is more populous anil 
wealthy than Kentucky, aud all these will bo 
arrayed against our State in hostility. Ken- 
tucky could not resist the power of them, and 
tho whole armed power of the South must lie 
concentrated in Kentucky. Our houses mm 
become barracks and hospitals for the soldier 
and our whole State laid waste. Is there 
doubt if Kentucky sides with the States 
now in rebellion that the scene of war will shi 
at once — that the war will be transferred from 
the plains of South Carolina to the State Off 
Kentucky? There can not be a rational doubt 
of it, there is every reason for such result 
Kentucky would be the weakest and most as 
sailuble point of attack — she would require the 
whole army of the South for her defence — 
South Carolina would rejoice to have the war 
transferred to the Border Stales — tho whole 
South would be glad to have the scone of war 
where there was no dangerous malaria and dis- 
ease, where there was abundant forage for the 
stock of the army and provisions for the sol 
dicrs. The heart and centre of your State 
must, beyond question, become the base of of 
eration of such an army in its attack on the 
Northern Border States aud the defence of ou 
own border. Our houses will not only become 
the barracks and hospitals for soldiers, but our 
granaries and fields and farms must lie ravage 
and laid under contributions to support the ar 
my — utter demoralization of our people and de 
vastation of our State must follow. Our poo 
pie will ba crowded from their houses and 
homes and driven from their fields and shop: 
by such a war. Devastation, ruin, poverty 
starvation, and death must inevitably come up 
on the State and all its people. 

If the war is pressed from the '.order t/> '.no 
interior, as it will be, besides civil war, servile 
insorrCi..ion must follow, and then wo to the 
women and children. Wo to all the land 
The rich may fly from the danger and trans 
port their families to retreats of safety, but the 
poor and even those of competency in times of 
peace must be left to ruin and misery if not to 
annihilation and death. 

I trust, my friend, you will not suppose these 
the imaginings of a timid man. I have no 
courage to boast of, but I suppose I have the 
average quantum of courage which belongs to 
native Kcntuckians. But I confess, sir, that 
I have not the courage to give my aid or in 
fluence to bring such a war on my native State, 
and entail upon my wife and children and the 
wives and children of my neighbors the evils 
and woes of such a war. I have too much 
appreciation of my duty to my State, to my 
neighbors and their families, and too high an 
appreciation of my responsibility to God, to 
lend whatever influence I may have in my 
humble sphere to involve my State and its 
people in so unnecessary and wicked a war. I 
cannot believe, sir, if you pursue the dictates 
of your own judgment and the impulses Of 
your own generous and just natnre, that you 
will ever give your aid and influence to involve 
yonr Stato in this worse than useless and more 
than wicked policy. 

I implore you to free yourself from all pas 
sion and prejudice and every evil influence, 
and summon all the high elements of your 
character, and the best powers and qualities of 
your head and heart, to this great service of 
your State. Take notcounsel of politicians, but 
rather counsel with her who has for so many years 
wisely advised and solaced you in all times of 
trouble and trial. The wisdom of a godly 
woman is often above the wisdom of the states- 
man. I trust and pray that you may realize 
the full responsibility upon you, and that you 
may have given you wisdom for the crisis, and 
that you may so a^t that war may not be 
brought upon our State and all its evils entailed 
on onr people. 

If you give your influence to force Kentucky 
from her present position, you will aid in 
transferring the war from South Carolina, 
where it properly belongs, to your own State, 
and you will bring evils and miseries incon- 
ceivable upon your own people. If yoa so act 
yoc will regret it when it is tog U;o-aii*r all 
he evils are upon us — your children's children 
will deploro your connection with the policy 
that brought ruin on your country. If, on the 
other band, you so act as to continue Ken- 
tucky in hur present position and relation of 
peace and avert war from ber and preserve the 
prestige of your State and through her media- 
tion you settle the strife between brethren, you 
will illustrate yonr namo and accomplish 
a greater glory than any of your countrymen 
excepting Washington, and your State and 
people and children will bless you. How 
great is your responsibility to yonr family, to 
your friends and neighbors, to your State, to 
yonr country, to manVind, and to voiir God.

(ufThc article below we published in the 
Bulletin of yesterday, and, although the meet- 
ing to which it referred was held last night, wo 
republish it in the Journal because it contains 
views and statements that we wish to lay before 
our rcadcrr: 



Public Htnrt'i at tiik Couat iroiau — 
There will he a pubUc mealing in the East-room 
of th« Court-h use to night of all those who are 
l. t. re ined to preserve the neutrality of Ken- 
tuekj In the present crisis, and of all those par- 
ticuhnlv who are opposed to the shipment of 
great Isidies of produce from Ixiuisvllle into the 
S"Uihern States to the urent cost of the people of 
this city. — t/tuhnlle .!i»mnl. 

Phis notice was published in the Louisville 
Journal of this morning. It is well that those 
who are determined "to preserve, if possible, 
the neutrality of Kentucky in tho present cri- 
honld meet together and consult dispas- 
sionately and resolve wisely and firmly as to 
the best means of attaining the j,'reat. purpose 
thev have in view. It is the high and solemn 
du'y of Kentucky to ke< p her neutrality if she 
can do it- as high and solemn a duty as ever 
devolved upon her or iq-on any Stato or any 
nation. 

But we beg the men, who may meet in tho 
cast room of the court-house to-night, to bo ex 
ceedingly careful in their adoption of resolutions 
in regard to the shipment of produce from 
Louisville into the Southern States. This is a 
most delicate matter, and any ui'tton upon it, 
unless of the most prudent character, may in- 
volve wrong hdiI injustice and danger. We 
arc well aware of the extensive prevalence of 
a strong impression that speculators have bought 
up for transmission to the Southern Confeder- 
acy all the provisions they could find, thereby 
rendering foexl scarce and almost unattainable 
by the poor nnd cxp-wing our community to 
tke terrible danger of bread-riots. < >f course 
t is not to be wondered at that a good many 
of our people, anticipating famine and mob- 
violence and a general destruction of property 
the consequence of tho transportation of 
large quantities of produce to the Southern 
States, should wish to stop such transportation 
as a means of preventing far greater evils. 
We havo however been assured that there is in 
the public mind a great mistako in respect to 
this matter. Wo fully agree that the monojio- 
lizing of such large quantities of produce for 
Southern tramp illation as to increase mate- 
rially the difficulty of obtaining food here and 
to render imminent the danger of bread-riots 
and blood-riots would be highly criminal, jus- 
tifying indeed almost any measure of counter 
action on the part of the people, but we are 
not satisfied that there has been any such 
monopoly or that any snch is contemplated. 

Before our people act or even resolve in such 
a very delicate and important matter as this, 
let them take the time and the trouble to ob- 
tain full information as to the facts. Let 
them, if they choose, appoint a committee to 
ascertain exactly the existing condition of 
things in our city. Let them consider that it 
is a very serious matter and may be a vastly 
serious matter to interfere with and arrest the 
course of that Southern trade to which Louis- 
ville owes so large a proportion of her pros- 
perity. It is true that men are no doubt 
endeavoring to ship provisions to the Southern 
Confederacy, but we of Kentucky recognize 
no war between ourselves and tho people of 
that Confederacy and have no wish to see them 
starved. Moreover, only a portion, and per- 
haps the smaller portion, of the produce which 
men at this time wish to ship South from our 
city is intended for the troops of the Cotton 
States. Much of it, we are assured, is in 
small quantities, purchased to be sent to the 
purchasers' friends, relatives, and rogulardcal- 
crs, and it would be* a great hardship that this 
should be stopped. We ought to reflect too 
that our merchants are struggling under very 
heavy cmbarrnssments, that any arbitrary in- 
terference w ith their business in such a critical 
time as tho present might destroy them, and 
that their destruction would scatter suffering 
and ruin everywhere around them. 

We do not, as we have said, believe that 
there has been any such general buying-up of 
provisions in our city as some suppose. Wo 
are informed that the stock on hand is still 
ample. This point, however, can be settled by 
inquiry, nnd certainly good citizens will not 
act without inquiry and very strict inquiry. 
Unquestionably there is a great deal of wan 
utid destitution among the ix>o r x an *tv» would 
have it r«rrrricd benore there should bo any 
danger of the poor's being incited to Seeds of 
frenzy. We think, that, although not a little 
has been done for tho poor of Louisville, more, 
much more, should bo done. The City Coun 
oil of New Albany, which has a )>opulation of 
but about 12,000 inhabitants, has generously 
appropriated fifty thousand dollars for the 
wants of the i>oor in that city, and surely our 
city, with her ]>opulation of seventy-five or 
eighty thousand, might afford to appropriate 
an equal sum for her poor. It might prove the 
best and most rigid economy she e-ould possibly 
practice. Let the meeting of to-night consid- 
er this matter. 

Since tho remarks above were in type, we 
have received the following table purjiorting to 
give a comparison of the stock of meats on 
hand at a corresponding time last year and the 
amount now in store in the city. The present 
supply here is said to be in amount greater 
than has been sold in the aggregate for home 
consumption in Kentucky for ten years past, 
while all the northern counties are well sup- 
plied with meats of their own production, and 
the southern tier of counties, where there was 
a deiicicncy, havo already purchased their sup- 
plies. The table has been prepared by Messrs. 
Stewart & Barter, provision brokers of this

THE MEETING LAST NIGHT. 
Pursuant to the published call, a very large 
audience assembled last night at the Court house. 
After waiting for (tome time after the hour desig- 
nated, the Hon. James Guthrie took the platform, 
and suid that, not knowing at whose instance the 
meeting had been called together, it would seem 
very proper that we should organize with the 
Mayor as Chairman, and go regularly and form- 
ally to work to ascertain if there was any real 
cause of alarm in relation to the quantity of pro- 
visions in the city of Ixiulsville, so that it may 
be truly ascertained and all may understand that 
there is really no cause of alarm, as be really 
believed, in relation to the quantity of provisions 
now in, and likely to be in the city, for the sup- 
port of its inhabitants, as well as the support of 
Its trade and commerce, or at least that portion 
left to us. H" had been situated so as to know, 
at least in part, the amount of business done In 
provisions from this «ity— that part was the 
quantity conveyed over tha Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad. During the latter 
part of July last, and extending through 
the months of August and September, more 
provisions came to the Louisville and Nashville 
depot than the road bad the capacity to transport, 
and that, too, at the heel of the season, and after 
tin river had had its full share of tbe supply of 
the Southern trade as in other years. The great 
business then done resulted from the failure of 
the crops in Western Georgia and North Alaba- 
ma, and there was a great rush to supply both 
bread and provisions to tbe population of these 
sections. After September the road had but a 
slack business in provisions, extending through 
October, November, December, January, Feb- 
ruary, and we might say March. There was not 
half the quantity of provisions offered for freight 
that the road had the capacity of doing, and 
even up to the '20th of this month, it had not 
averaged eight car loads going through to Nash- 
ville. It is true that a great deal went down by 
s'oamboats, coming from St. Louis, the upper 
Mississippi, and various points on the Ohio river, 
and going up the Tennessee and Cnnberland riv- 
ers to Nashville, and some to Memphis, and 
thence over the Charleston railroad. Tbe road 
had comparatively but little business, but dur- 
ing 1 he alarm occasioned by the assembling of 
troops at Cairo, and the doubts whether 
they would, allow the passage of pro- 
visions, from 1,000 to 1,600 tons of freight ac- 
cumulated faster than the road could carry it 
with one daily train of from twenty to twenty- 
live cars, and preparations were being made to put 
another train on when there were throe or four 
lays' business ahead; but, on Thursday, Friday, 
and Saturday, the boatscommenced taking freight 
again, and three cargoes went out loaded with pro- 
visions — not all from this city, for some was from 
Sew Albany and Jeffersonville, and a part from 
Madison. And now, this day, he verily believed 
that there were more provisions in the city of 
Isiuisville than there were at this time last year; 
and then we had enongh to bear the draft upon us 
n July, August, and Septemlier, to supply the 
ureat demand on account of the loss »f crops in 
Georgia and Alabama. Yesterday word was 
brought to him, the rumors coming from all parts 
of the city, as it were, that the people were ex- 
cited, lest the Nashville Railroad should carry 
iff all the provisions, and leave the city of Louis- 
ville to starve. He was not iike Gen. Scott, "af- 
ter swallowing a hasty plate of soup," but, 
leaving his soup untasted, he started to 
nvestigate these rumors. He was told 
hat the people threatened to burn down 
tbe bridges and tear up the road, and so strongly 
npressed wus he with the real danger that some 
mischievous persons might do it, that a trier was 
put on the road in advance of the passenger train 
that went out at midnight to see if the road was 
all secure and the bridge over Salt River safe, 
before he would allow the lives of the passengers 
to be risked. Thank God all was safe and his 
confidence in the peace and go(<l order of the peo- 
ple of Louisville was correct. Having been en- 
trusted as President of the road with the safety 
of tbe lives of passengers he had felt it his imper- 
ative duty to see that all was right. Louisville 
could not do so mad an act as to tear np this road. 
It bad for three or four months had its full pro- 
portion of business in provisions for Southern 
Kentucky, for its- crops had failed, and with all 
their economy they had to come here for a supply 
to eke out their savings, and now thank God 
they had the prospect of an abundant crop; their 
wheat would lie ripe for the sickle from three to 
four weeks before our own and would be ground 
to flour before ours will be cut, and by that road 
Louisville can be supplied earlier than from any 
other source with bread for her people if it 
should be wanted. It is daily bringing pro- 
visions to the city of Louisville. Bacon is 
brought here for trade ar.d to interchange 
for groceries, ami what the dealer want to take 
hone. Sometimes they add a little corn, flour, 
tea, aud coffee, and pay for them in provisions, 
and if they want more than their provisions are 
worth thev pay the difference in money, and 
never until now by the help this road bad this 
arm of our trade been so beneficial. I-ast year 
when the river was closed and we were shut out 
from all communication by water, by the road we 
enjoyed an extensive aud profitable trade which 
we could not have without it. The first great 
duty of the I'nion men — if you are Union men— 
of the city of Louisville is peaee and obedience to 
the law. What an example would you tet to 
tear up t.ie NasbTTlle railroad and destrov Its 
business in its infancy, and men to claim to be a 
Union and peace-loving party, and to live under 
and in obedience to the laws! Though be had fi I 
it,necessary under the circumstances to make the 
examination to what he had referred, he still felt 
sure that the rumors were exaggerated and had 
no foundation in justice towards the people. We 
heard there were apprehensions among those who 
had not investigated the matter. But provisions 
arrive here daily from the opposite side of the 
river, and grain, bacon, and various articles. Last 
week he mot an individual on the streets who told 
him he was from Madison, and having heard that 
this market was active as navigation had been 
interrupted he came here with a cargo of barrel- 
ed pork for sale; he needed money to pay his debts 
and had brought his p-oduce here to raise it. Thus 
we always have a good market, and we can al- 
w >ys preserve it if we are true to ourselves. We 
draw yearly enough for our support and to live 
upon, and yet the great quantity of provisions put 
up here is not consummed here but elsewhere. 
There are now twenty-three to twenty-four thou- 
sand pounds of park in this city, and over ten 
millions pounds of bacon, and more is arriving 
every day. We have many beef cattle in the 
State, all thriving, and numerous flocks of sheep, 
and all shows tbe prospects of an abundant year. 
The earth is prepiring to yield the fruits of in- 
dustry to the people, and this year they have 
sowed larger than before so that our expectations 
are excellent for cheap bread after tbe harvest. 
True, the crops may yet be nipped in the provi- 
dence of God after all their great promise, but 
the economy of man under the pressure of cir- 
cumstances is wonderful, and it is just as likely 
that those parts where last year there were defi- 
cient crops may this year rejoice in great abun- 
d ince. Ue had deemed it necessary to make these 
remarks on the Nashville Railroad and lbs preb- 
ably supply of provisions in our city, as be bad 
devotid four years and a half to its construction 
At this point, Mayor Delph arrived in the hal , 
and Mr. Guthrie said as he presumed the meetirg 
d wire I a thorough investigation as to the quan 
tity of provisions in the city, he would move that 
the Mavor take tha Chair and appoint a commit- 
tee of one from each Ward to investigate and 
report authoritavely to him, and he to publish the 
report or call another meeting to consider it, if 
deemed adviseable. 

This motion was adopted, and Mayor Delph 
said he should have been pretent earlier, but that 
the Council was in session, and it had been deemed 
necessarv to take measures suitable to the exi 
geneies of the times. The object wss, if possi 
ble, to ameieorate the condition of certain classes 
of the community, and give them all satisfaction 
as to the home supply of the commodities of life 
and labor. 

Mr. Guthrie then moved that the meeting ad- 
journ, with the firm resolution to preserve the 
peaco here, and to offer prayers to Heaven for the 
peace of the land, and that the thunders of civil 
war may be stayed, which had been already heatd 
over this nation. 

The meeting then adjourned. 



City Business.— The Hon. John M. Delph 
was duly qualified vesterday as Mayor of the 
city, and entered upon the discharge of the duties 
of the office. The oath was administered at an 
early hour if the morning by Justice Clem- 
ents. 

One of the first duties performed by the new 
Mayor was to call the Courc'ls together last 
evening in extra session, and immediately after 
they bad convened, the Mayor's inaugurul was 
spread before them, as follows: 
Gkntlkmex or the General OmHRB 1 i 

The extraordinary circumstances of our com 
mon country render it nece sary that 1 should say- 
something "to you on the general affairs of the 
country. In ordinary times our important objects 
are of "a strictly municipal character, but these 
are now almost overriden by the National and 
State exigencies. Heretofore we have rested se- 
cure under a faithful administration of the laws, 
by the tribunals created bv the people. This is 
our best security now, and it behooves all citiaens, 
both those in private stations as well as tho e to 
whom public trusts are confided, to labor dili- 
gently, earnestly, and vigilantly for the promo- 
tion of this, best of all protective means for safety 
from foreign perils and for tranquility at home. 
The prosperity of our c rinmunit > , its standing at 
home and abroad, and its security from adversitv 
will be bat maintained by actions consistent with 
integrity, and by tbe exercise of all those means 
that wifl keep the public honor free from blemish 
or from taint. We are under the most solemn 
obligations at home ar.d abroad, that can bind 
men, and we can give no las* ing benefit by pa- 
ving recreant to them. The trust ropo ma by 
foreign capitalists in the integrity of l»uis- 
ville must neither he forgotten or disregarded, 
and We Cinnot lie too careful in guarding against 
the encroachments of everything that ir iv en- 
danger this sacred interest, a danger that can 
come only from ourown ruin. 

It has been the earnest desire of our Common- 
wealth, in which she has been well seconded by 
the people of this city, to proven* the convulsions 
incident to civil war. Kentucky desired a Border 
State Convention for tho purpose of councelling 
upon measures that might tenl to save oar Conti- 
nent from the evils of fratricidal strife, but the 
rapid prec pitation of events did not wait fir this 
action. To some extent this important measure 
has been marred, but we may-still hope that good 
may yet be done by a Border State Convention. 
Until measures of this kind have been faithfully 
triod, until there is no longer reason to hope for 
the success of the means of peace, wo should not 
run madly into revolution nor into the horrors of 
civil war. These should be accepted only as the 
last resort. Kentucky is placod 111 circunstHnces 
that demand the exercise of oil 1 ness, patience, 
judgment, moderation, and firmness. 

She wantesl time and opportunity for a satisfac- 
tory adjustment of national dirhculiies, and she 
has failed to command her wishas. Slid has a 
Constitution made by the people, and her citizans 
have tacitly bound themselves to otiey that Con- 
stitution as the supreme law of I lie land, while 
all the public functionaries h ive taken an oath to 
be faithful to that Constitution. All (he obliga- 
tions incident to this position are ufHiu us, and we 
should not seek to throw them oil. As intelligent 
men, as freemen canable of self-government, we 
should have no difficulty in seeing the path of 
duty, nor any in walking that path, under the 
lights ot truth, of rectitude, and of that patriotic 
devotion that has ever been a conspicuous feature 
in the character of Kentucky. That policy which 
liegins by demanding that we shall violate our 
obligations, that we shall lie recreant to the calls 
of public duty, and be indifferent to public honor 
and credit, must of necessity be wrong in itself, 
and can tend only to ruin. We have planted 
ourselves upon the position, not altogether of neu- 
trality in the conflict between the North and 
South, but of an earnest desire to mediate 
between the fearful antagonistic forces 
that have been invoked by those sections of our 
country. It is altogether inconsistent with that 
position that we shall be giving countenance, aid, 
and comfort to either party. Our influence as a 
mediator between the belligerents ceases at the 
moment that we become the partisans of either. 
Let us maintain, untarnished, our integrity in 
faithfully carrying out this policy. When the 
authorities to whom the people have confided the 
power of action in these affairs shall give the 
authority in legal form, it will be time enough 
to act. 

As the agents of the people of Louisville who 
have armed us with the authority to inforce the 
laws, our duty and responsibilities are clear and 
unmistakable*. The laws can and must lie main- 
tained. We must be prepared to maintain our 
position with readiness, efficiency, and all the 
means essential to success. 

Tbe charter plac-s a large share of this public 
responsibility in tbe hands of the Mayor, and, 
with your aid in counsel and support, I shall, to 
the utmost of my ability, discharge the obliga- 
tions entrusted to me by the people of Louisville. 
1 feel very sure of your aid iu the exigencies that 
surround us. 

Let ine assure you that I shall, as far as my 
capacity extends, preserve order, maintain the 
laws and endeavor to secure public tranquility, 
and I feel confident cf your best efforts at co- 
ojieration towards these desirable ends. The 
masses of our fellow citizens are ready to lend us 
all needful assistance, a) they are evincing in 
their obedience to the laws and in the formation 
of home guards. Great numbers of them have 
already enrolled their names in these organiza- 
tions, and I hope tbe work of work of enrollment 
will go on, until every good citizen becomes a 
memtier of these peace-preserving bodies of the 
people. They may rest assured of the aid of the 
municipal authorities in all their lawful acts. 

In tbe times that have fallen upon us,we should 
remember that safety roquires that we should al- 
wavs lie prepared to do promptly whatever may 
be neceasary to be done. 1 he military organiza- 
tion in our city may be fully relied upon for effi- 
cient aid in preserving the public peace and safe- 
ty, in accordance with the laws. Our desire is 
for peace, and for the security of our booaaa and 
our domestic al:ars, and we should have, at ready 
command and of easy acceas, all 1 he means and 
force that may be essential to our success iu these 
momentous oljects. I have the strongest and 
most reliable assurances that the authorities of 
our neighboring cities will heartily to operaie in 
maintaining public tranquility along our respect- 
ive coasts. It is scarcely necessary, at this time, 
to make out any public p dicv of special character 
for the fiscal year. In our critical condition, wo 
must conform ourselves to the emergencies that 
spring up, and I shall from time to time, call your I 
attention to such subjects as may require your 
co operation.

There are numlxirs 
of industrious people now who scarcely know 
here to obtain bread for their families, and it is 
not only our interest, but our duty to ameliorate 
their condition. 1 lieg, therefore, that you will 
direct your miuda U> cousideru kins connected wj<b 
thia important topic. Our expenditures upon 
juarry work in improving the condition of tbe 
streets, and in grading the wharf, &c.. should be 
upon a scale that will give employment to as 
many of the laboring poor as our financial condi- 
tion will permit us to employ. We shall thus 
benefit the tailoring maasef, improve the thy, and 
perform a nublic duty. 

In conclusion permit me to assure you of my 
ready co operation iu all things that may c induce 
to the welfare of our city, and l fad Well i.i-sund 
of your desire to do all things in your poner for 
the advancement of all her heit imores s.

To the Kditirrt of the /j)uienlle Journal: 

I do rot pretend to be acquainted with the po 
litical questions of the day, or to know anything 
of the affairs of our distracted country, except as 
they appear upon the surface. I, iike four-fifths 
of the citizens of our State, earnestly desire her to 
remain in her present attitude — in the Union— at 
peaco with the North and with tbe South; anu e 
peci.illv to avoid armed rebellion against the Go 
eminent. But I fear we aro about to take a step 
hicb will be fatal to all our cherished hopes of 
peace, and will plunge us rapidly into rebellion 
and civil war — to be released from them God only 
knows wben or how. I fear the arming of the 
State at this time, and under surrounding circum- 
stances, isa fatal mistake. I fear that when that 
step has lieen taken, all the Union men of Ken 
tuck 1 '' will not be able to prevent her from hostile 
collisions with her neigbl'ors, soon to bo followed 
with all that we so much dread and a;:ainst T.-hich 
we are so earnestly laboring. 

Kentucky has taken this position; she declares 
ber allegiance to the Federal Government: she 
refuses to take up arms in defence of that Gov 
erViment, against the people of the South; she 
will not permit forces to be raised within her 
borders, or to pass through her territory to fight 
sgainst her sisier States of tbe South; sbe de- 
clares herself for peace. Tben what does tbe 
want with arm»? It it answered, we w ant arms 
to dsfend ourselves. To defend ourselves again: t 
whom? The Government will not attack us, our 
neighbors will not while we maintain our poti 
tinn. The Snotb will not. 

But, we need not attempt to disguise the fact 
we know there is a powerful party, if not a secret 
organization in our State, determined to precipi- 
tate us into revolution and civil war, and thereby 
attach us to the Southern Confederacy whether 
we will or not. They despair of taking Ken- 
tucky out of tbe Uoion by a vote of ber people, 
and must retort to other aid more certain 
and more t>peedy means. The first step then, is to 
arm tbe S'ate; tbe next will doubtless be to make 
an attack upon some point on our border, wben 
the secession press of the State will spread the 
news broadcast that "Kentucky's soil is stained 
with Kentucky's blood, to arms! to arms!" and 
we find ourselves in an inextricable war. 

1'bese arms, if obtained, will not fall into the 
hands of the I'nion men of theState, the yeoman 
rv of the country, those whose interest and In 
clinatioB are for peace. They will find their way 
very speedily into the bamls of those alone who 
will use them to briug on war and rush Kentucky 
headlong into the Southern Csinfederacy. Then 
we can get out of the difficulty as best we may. 
We will bo bound hand and fo >t, in the hands of 
an armed and desperate mob, to lie ruled by them 
and their directors at their will and pleasure. 
What we have to fear now is not Lincoln and his 
army or Jeff. Davis and bis army, but tbe rev 
lutuitiists among us.

But nptwiihstanding thistiimly 
notice was giveu by us, numerous applications 
continue to be made for admission, and in some 
case= patients are sout without writing to the Su- 
perintendent, as the law directs, to know whether 
he can receive the pstient, and if so, whether be 
will send for him, unless their own ssfety, or the 
safety of others requiro them to be sent without 
Uelav. As applications for new admissions are 
llsM titling, rather than diminiihing, we deem it 
our imperative th"ugh painful duty, to again no- 
tify the courts of tbe several counties of tbe 
Slate of this fact, and that in no case shall they 
send a patient here without tirst ascertaining 
whether thev can tie provided for. 

The i lib ers of this institution have no desire tc 
appeal to the public for sympathy in the trying 
scenes through which they passed at the time, 
and since the bvrnlpg of the house, and made 
doubly so by the very many false reports pub- 
lished in many of the papers of this State, and 
otherwise put in circulation tx> cripple their efforts 
f r the alleviation of ibe suffering of this unfor- 
tunate class, and hinder the speedy completion of 
tbe burnt building, and fit it for their reception. 
While they would always de-ire to discriminate 
between those who have wiikcdh put thoee false- 
hissls in circulation, and those w ho have been in- 
mcentlv mislid by them — even to the great 
detriment of tbe institution, it is not their purpose 
to enter here upon any vindication of themselves, 
or a refutation of those false remorts, or spond any- 
time in censure of I heir authors. Conscious of tbe 
rectitude of their course, and the disinterestedness 
of their efforts to provide to ibe utmost of the 
means at cininar.il for the welfare of the unfor- 
tunate lunatics of the State, they will say that 
if the very frequent but universally negative 
responses they are compelled to m ko to spplica- 
tions for admission, should admonish tbe Legisla- 
ture at its next sessmn of the urgent necessity of 
making such appropriations as will insures spsedy 
completion of trie building, they would be very 
much relieved from unpleasant re-ponsibilities by 
seeing the proper means provided for the suitable 
care and comfort of all the putiouis seeking ad- 
mission. 

Papers throughout the State would greatly 
serve the ciuse of economy to the State, and hu- 
manity to the lunatic, by publishing the above 
facts, that this institution can receive but few if 
anv more patients until *ho houfe is repaired.

Capt. Stringham will direct the general block- 
ade movement.

Frederick, Mil, April 2!'. 

Senator Mason, of Virginia, was serenaded last 
night. Mr. Mason responded, saving he was here 
accidentally, and he could not with propriety 
speak of Maryland politics, but could speak only 
of Virginia. He could say the reconstruction of 
the Union was an impossibility. Virginia sym 
utilized with Maryland, and he indicated that 
'irginia was disposed toexbibit its practicability. 

Hon. Reverdv Johjson here has in his posses- 
sion a letter from President Lincoln, suggesting 
that Maryland, through its Legislature, should 
agroe to an armistice with the General Govern- 
ment for sixty days. 

A courier arrived here from Virginia vajttr 
day, communicating the fact that Virginia had 
uniied herself with the Southern Confederacy 
under Davis. 

The Senate has hitherto acted as a unit and 
will proliably continue to do so. In the House, 
thare is considerable diversity of opinion. It is 
urged that it is necessary for Maryland to secede 
before she can claim aid and protection of the 
Southern Confederacy. 

Annapolis, Mo., April 27. 

The route is open to Washington but passages 
bv rail are hard to get. 

Annapolis is strong for secession but keeps 
juiet. 

The fortifications across the river were yesterday 
reinforced with Federal troops and cs-nnon.

The people of Helena seized the steamer Mars, 
a Cincinnati packs', on Friday last, toe k from her 
four hundred l*rrels of molasses, a large qusnli- 
tv of sutrar, rosin, and turpentine, all for Cincin- 
nati.

New York, April 29.

"He reports that at the bom- 
bardment of Fort Sumpter at least one thousand 
rebels were killed.

Washinoton, April 29. 
Some excitement bas been cau. ed in diplomatic 
circles in consequonce of t he President's Procla- 
mation directing a blockade of Southern ports. 
It appears that a blockade, to be respected by 
foreign powers, mU9tnot only be effecten.but that 
due notice must be given of such intention to 
their representatives. With Brazil and other South 
American governments a notire of 90 days is 
required under the treaty, but this bas not been 
given bv our Government. Hence, consignments 
of coffee and other national products designed for 
Southern ports are delayed in their transportation 
to that porti 'n of the country. The niercbants 
not rating satisfied of Ihe effects of an immediate 
blockade, it has therefore become necessary th.it 
special inquiries be made of the Federal Govern- 
ment in relation to this subject, so that treaty 
rights and privileges be not damaged.
